9.  Agree  or  disagree  with  this  statement:  If  we  are  going  to  follow  the  Jesus  of  the  Bible,  we  must 
maintain  that  Jesus  is  the  only  way  to  God. 

10.  If  Jesus  is  the  only  way  to  God,  what  will  you  do  for  your  loved  ones  who  reject  Jesus?
